David G. Ford. 


David G. Ford* died at the hospital Sun- 


day at 11.50 a. m. of typhoid fever and 
complications, after an illness of nearly 
eight weeks. He waa taken to the hospi- 
tal last Thursday by advice of his physi- 
cian, and his wife was taken there the 
same day, she having also been prostrated 
by the fever. Mr. Ford's long illness wag 
very severe, but his recovery had been 
hoped for, and while it was known that be 
was in a dangerous condition few were 
prepared for the news of his death when 
it was received. 


Mr. Ford waj the son of Jameinnd Ellen 


Ford and was,born In Micilothalu cuuuty, 
Scotland, twenty-six years ago the second 
of last April, and came to this country 
twelve years ago. For ten years he had 
been employed in A. W. Hunter's plumb- 
ing, steam and gas fitting works, where 
he learned his trade and where he was 
regarded as one of the most efficient and 
reliable workmen. He was faithful to the 
interests of his employer, kind and 
obliging to his fellow workmen and care- 
ful and conscientious in the performance 
of his duties. He was a strong and healthy 
young man and had never had a serious 
illness before his hut. 


Tbe death of Mr. Ford at the early age 


of- twenty-six cut short a useful and prom* 
ising career and takes from this commun- 
ity an honest, respeoted and starring 
citizen. He was a member of St. John's 
church, of Oneco lodge, I. O. O. F., and of 
Clan Mclntyre, Order of Scottish Clans; 
and be was honored by each of those 
bodies, as well as by all who knew him, 
for his sturdy character and upright life. 
His death is mourned by many friends 
who deeply^ sympathize with his afflicted 
family. 


Beside his wife Mr. Ford leaves a. 


daughter two years old, also his parent, 
and three brothers living at South Hadley 
Falls, and another brother, Alexander 
Ford, of this city^. 


This Is the first death to occur in the 


family since they came to this country. 
His parents arrived from South Hadley 
Falls Sunday evening. 


The funeral will be held at St. John's 


church Tuesday at 10 o'clock, and the 
remains will bo taken on the 2 o'clock 
train to Holyoke for Interment, Bev. O. 
P. Mills will officiate.

Bird* at the Asntordam Zso. 


The collection of •tsrks, herons and 


cranes at Amsterdam is atwng the best in 
Europe 
But these, unlike the cormo- 
rants, are exhibited in entirely artificial 
surroundings. Dutch tacte is right la this 
decision, tor the birds an so decorative 
both in form and phnaage that conven- 
tional surroundings cet off their beauty 
and they appear to far greater advantage 
than in the sections of a meadow, railed 
off by wire, in whioh they are kept In Re- 
gout's ]*rk. They Inhabit a double line 
of equj re courts, paved with deep, dry sand 
and fa'-ed with widely spaced bars. A 
miniature canal of running water travels 
through each of the courts, from end to 
end of the line 
In the center of each row 


is the fountain which supplies the stream, 
arched over by chestnut trees and sur- 
roimdcil by groups of solemn flamingoes. 
Standing on the warm, dry sand by the 
splashing Htreaiu, the grBwps of crimson 
headed cranes, gray, white and purple 
herons, wnrlet or bronze Ibises, egrets and 
their km are in plumage and condition a* 
perfect as it in possible for birds to be. 


'X lie'-nines are iu such spirits that they 


dance all the morning, and even the ad- 
jutnnt-forks forget to look miserable. The 
"figures'1 in an Amsterdam crane's dance 
are proliably those which have always been 
the fashion among cranes since they lived 
on the Macander. First they spread their 
wingb i'Ml leap lightly forward, then turn 
and ret ire at the glow inarch, bowing 89 
each foot is placed on the ground, and com- 
plete the figure by the "goose step." The 
pheaenntrius nre admirably designed for ex- 
hibiting the beauty of the rare and gor- 
geous birds from the Dutch East Indian 
colonies. Unch pair of birds lives ill a 
sperinui court, tlio sides and front of the 
inclosnro beiug bounded with trimmed 
ivy, irmklng a frame to thepicttfre.—Lon- 
don Spectator.

BLAINE MISQUOTED. 


HE WAS PLAINLY AND UNEQUIVO- 


CALLY FOR HONEST MONEY. 


Bis Reported Declaration* Concerning the 


lUmotetlutlon of Silver Were Garbled 
to Salt the Purpose "' '!>« Politicians. 
The Speech a* Found In the Record. 
The Populists recently have distribut- 


ed in Indiana a large number of hand- 
bills containing the purported expres- 
sions of Secretary Blaino on the silver 
question. 


"The 
greatest! Republican states- 


man," as he ia culled in tho handbill, 
is quoted as unconditionally opposed to 
the gold standard, and it is made to ap- 
pear in the two paragraphs that the dis- 
tinguished statesman wonld have re- 
pudiated the St. Lonit* platform if he 
had been alive today. 


The handbill purports to quoto from 


a speech delivered by Mr. Elaine in 
1880, but Mr. Blniiie made no speech 
on the money question in that year, and 
the author of the handbill ia mislead- 
ing. The paragraphs in question, bow- 
ever, are found th a speech delivered by 
Mr. Blaiue in the United States senate 
on Feb. 7, 1878. Standing alone, these 
paragraphs ioai,e it appear that Mr. 
Blaino was a 'rabid antigold man, but 
when read in tHo older im •which they 
appear in the text the dishonesty of the 
authors of the handbill appears. 


Toe senate had under consideration 


house biil No. 1093, to authorize the 
free coinage of the tf&ndard silver dol- 
lar and to restore its legal tender char- 
acter. Almost at tho outset of hia 
speech tft. Blaino Maid—aud this is port 
of the quot&tion'in the Indiana circular: 


"No power was conferred on congress 


to declare that either metal should be 
moo*?. Congress baa therefore in my 
judgment no power to demonetize silver 
any more than to demonetize gold; no 
power to demonetize either any more 
than to demonetize both. Few persons 
can be fennd, I apprehend, who will 
maintain that congress possesses the 
power to demonetize both gold and sil- 
ver, or that congress could be justified 
in prohibiting the coinage of both, and 
yet<iu logic and legal construction it 
would be difficult to show where and 
why the power of congress over silver 
is greater than over gold—greater over 
either than over the two. If, therefore, 
silver has been demonetized, I am in 
favor of romonetizing it. If its coinage 
has been prohibited, I am in favor of 
ordering it to be resumed. I f it has been 
restricted, I am in favor of having it 
enlarged." 


What Mr. Blaine Said. 


Bead by itself this appears to be a 


pretty strong denunciation of the action 
of congress, smacking strongly of the 
"crime of 187S"'order of oratory which 
has been flooding congress for yeans 
past. In the very next paragraph Mr. 
Blaine said: 


"However men may differ about 


causes and processes, all will admit 
that within a few years a great disturb- 
ance has taken place in the relative val- 
ues of gold audsi\ver, and that silver is 
worth less or gold is worth more in tho 
money markets of the world in 1878 
than in 1878, when the further coinage 
of silver dollars waa prohibited in this 
country. To rcmonetize it now as 
though the facts and circumstances of 
that day were surrounding us ia to will- 
fully and blindly deceive ourselves. If 
our demonetization were the only cause 
for the decline in the value of silver, 
then remonetizstiou would be its proper 
and effectual cure. But other causes be- 
yond our control have been far more 
potentially operative than tho simple 
fact of congress prohibiting its further 
coinage, and as legislators we are bound 
to take cognizance of these causes. The 
demonetization of silver in the Qerxuan 
empire and the consequent partial or 
wall nigh complete suspension of coin- 
age in the governments of the Latin 
union have been the leadng dominant 
causes for the rapid decline in the value 
of silver." 


Mr. Elaine then gave his reasons 


why the reuionetization of silver is im- 
practicable and was so "unpatriotic" 
as to base his objections on the nencnr- 
rence and want of co-operation of the 
European nations. He says: 


"By our line of policy in a joint 


movement with other nations to re- 
monetize is simple and direct. The 
difficult problem is what we shall do 
when we aim to re-establish silver 
without a co-operation of European 
powers and really is an advance move- 
ment to coerce them into the same pol- 
icy. Evidently the first dictate of pru- 
dence is to coin such a dollar as will 
not only do justice among our citizens at 
home, but will prove a protection—an 
absolute barricade—against the gold 
menometaUists of Europe, who, when- 
over .the opportunity offers, will quickly 
draw from us the $160,000,000 of gold 
coin still here. And if we coin a silver 
dollar of full legal tender, obviously 
below the current value of the gold dol- 
lar, we are opening wide our doors and 
inviting Europe to take our gold. And 
with our gold Cowing out from ue we 
are forced to a single silver standard, 
aud our relations with the leading com- 
mercial countries of tho world are at 
once embarrassed and crippled." 


Disparity of tUe Ratio. 


When Mr. Blaine delivered thig speech, 


the silver contained in a standard silver 
dollar was worth 93 cents in gold in- 
stead of 52 cents, as now. Although this 
was a difference of 40 cents in favor of 
the silver dollar of 1878, as compared 
with that of 1896, Mr. Elaine called at- 
tention to the disparity of the metallic 
ratio. He said: 


"The question before congress then 


—sharply defined in the pending house 
bill—is whetUer it is DOW safe and ex- 
pedient to offer free coinage to the sil- 
ver dollar of'412,^ grains, with the 
mints of the Latin union closed and 
Germany not permitting silver to be 
coined as money. At current rates of 
silver the free coinage of a dollar con- 
taining 413X grains—worth in gold 
•tent 93 cant*—gives an illegitimate 


profit to the owner of the bullion, tsn- 
abling him to take 93 cents' worth of 
it to the mint and get it stamped as coin 
nnd force hi* neighbor to take it for a 
full dollar. 


"This is an undue and on unfair ad- 


vantage which the government haa no 
right to give to the owner of the silver 
bullion and whioh defrauds the man 
who is forced to take the dollar. Audit 
assuredly fpllows that if we give free 
coinage to this dollar of inferior value 
aud put it in circulation we do so at 
the expense of our better coinage in 
gold, and unless we expect the uniform 
and invariable experience of other na- 
tions to be in some mysterious way 
suspended for our peculiar benefit we 
inevitably lose our gold coin. 


"It will flow out from us with the 


certainty and resistless force of the 
tides. Gold has, indeed, remained with 
us in considerable amount during the 
circulation of the inferior currency of 
the legal tender, but that was because 
there were two great uses reserved by 
law for gold—the collection of customs 
and the payment of interest on the pub- 
lic debt. But if the inferior silver coin 
is also to be used for these two reserved 
purposes, then gold has no tie to bind it 
tons. 


Cannot Afford It. 


"What gain, therefore, wonld we 


make for the circulating medium if, on 
opening the gate for silver to flow in, 
we open a still wider gate for gold to 
flow out? If I were to venture on a 
dictum on the silver question, I would 
declare that until Europe remonetizes 
we cannot afford to coin a dollar as low 
a«4ia^ grains." 


A little further on Mr. Blaine said: 
"Consider further what injustice 


would be done to every holder of a legal 
tender or national bank note. That vast 
volume of paper money—over J700,- 
000,000—is BOW worth between 98 and 
99 oenta on the dollar in gold coin. The 
holders of it, who are indeed our entire 
population, from the poorest to the 
wealthiest, have been promised from 
the hours of its issue that the paper 
money one day would be as good a* 
gold. To pay silver for the greenback in 
a full compliance with this promise and 
this obligation, provided the silver Is 
made, as it always has been hitherto, 
as good as gold. To make our silver coin 
even 3 per cent less valuable than gold 
inflicts a loss of more than 120,000,000 
on the holders of our paper money. To 
make a silver dollar worth but Oil oenta 
precipitates on the same class a logs of 
well nigh $60,000,000. For whatever 
the value of the silver dollar is the 
whole paper issue of the country will 
sink to its standard when its coinage is 
authorized and its circulation becomes) 
general in the channels of trade. 


Effect of Cheap Dollars, 


"And yet it ia demonstrable almost 


mathematically that the same effect 
will follow inevitably from the coinage 
of an inferior silver dollar. Assurances 
from empirics and scientists in finance 
thatremonetizsfcionof the former dollar 
will at once and permanently advance 
its value to par with gold must go for 
what they are worth in the face of op- 
posing and controlling facts. 


' 'It is for us to bring the continent 


of Europe back to the full recognition, 
of the value of the metal as a medium 
of exchange. 


' 'The question of beginning anew the 


coinage of silver dollars has aroused 
much discussion as to its effe.pt on the 
public credit. My own views on this 
question can be stated briefly: 


"I believe the public creditor can be 


paid in any dollar that the United 
States can afford to coin and circulate. 
We have $40,000,000^000 of property in 
thia country, and a Wise self interest 
will not permit us to overturn its rela- 
tions by seeking au inferior dollar 
wherewith to settle the dues and de- 
mands of any creditor. The question 
might be different from merely a selfish 
point of view if, on paying the dollar to 
the public creditor, it wonld dilappeaf 
after performing that function. But 
the trouble is that the inferior dollar 
yon pay the public creditor remains in 
circulation, to the exclusion of the bet- 
ter dollar. That which you pay at home 
will stay there; that which yon spend 
abroad will come back. 


"Tha interest of the public creditor 


is iudisaolubly bound up with the inter- 
est of the whole people. 
Whatever 


affects him affects ns all, and the evil 
that we might inflict on him by paying 
an inferior dollar would recoil on us 
with a vengeance as in.iuifolfl as the 
aggregate wealth of the republic tran- 
scends the comparatively small limits of 
our bonded debt. "*••• Washington Cor. 
Chicago Tribune.

Marco Polo Describes Oae of -the? atopies 


Be Met In His Travels. 


Bndusban Is a province Inhabited by 


people who worship Mohammed and hnve 
a peculiar language. It forms a very great 
kingdom, and the royalty Is hereditary. 
AH those of the royal blood are descended 
from King Alexander acd the daughter of 
King Darius, who was lord of the vast em- 
pire of Persia. And all these kings call 
themselves In the Saracen tongue Zulcarni- 
niu, which i» as much as to say "Alex- 
ander, "acd this out of regard for Alex- 
ander the Great. 


It is in this province that those fine aud 


valuable gems the Balas rubies are found 
They are got in certain rocks among the 
mountains, and in the search for them the 
people dig great cures underground* just 
as is done by miners for sliver. There is 
but one special mountain that produces 
them, and it is called Syghinan. The 
stones are dug on the king's account, and 
no one else dares dig in that mountain on 
pain of forfeiture of life as well as goods. 
Nor may any -one carry the stones out of 
tho kingdom. But the king amasses them 
all and sends them to other kings when he 
has tribute to render or when he desires 
to offer a friendly present, and such only 
as he pleases he causes to be sold. Thus 
he acts in order to keep the Balas at a high 
value, for if he were to allow everybody to 
dig they would extract so many that the 
world would be glutted with them and 
they would cease to bear any value. Hence 
it is that he allows so few to be taken out 
and is so strict In the matter. 


There Is also in the game country anoth- 


er mountain In which azure is found. "Tis 
the flnest in the world and is got in a vein 
like silver. There are also other moun- 
tains which contain a great amount of sil- 
ver ore, so that the country is a very rich 
one; but it is also, it must be said, a very 
cold nne. 16 produces numbers of excellent 
horses, remarkable for their speed. They 
are not shod at all, although constantly 
used in mountainous country and on very 
bad roads. They go at a great pace even 
down steep descents, where other horses 
neither would nor could do tho liUe. And 
Messer Marco was told that not long ago 
they possessed in that province a breed of 
horses descended from Alexander's horse 
Bucephalus, all of which had from their 
birth a particular mark on tho forehead. 
This breed was entirely In the hands of an 
uncle of the king, and in consequence of 
his refusing to let the king have any of 
them the latter put him to death. The 


1 widow then in despite destroyed the whole 


breed, and it is now extinct. 


In the mountains there are vast numbers 


> of eheep, 400, 500 or 600 In a single flock, 


and all of them wild, and, though many of 
them ore taken, they never seem to get 
scarcer. 


Those mountains are so lofty that it is a 


hard day's work, from morning till even- 
Ing, to get to the top of thorn. On getting 
up you find en extensive plain, with great 
abundance of grass and trees and copious 
springe of pure water running down 
through rocks and ravines. In those brooks 
are found trout and many other fish of 
dainty kinds, and the air In those regions 
is so pure and residence there so health- 
ful that when the men who dwell below 
in the towns and in tho valleys and plains 
find themselves attacked by any kind of 
fever or other ailment that may hap they 
lose no time in going to the lulls, and after 
abiding there two or three days they quite 
recover their health through the excellence 
of that air. And Meeaer Marco mid he 
hod proved this by experience, for when In 
those parts he had been ill for about a year, 
but as soon as he woe advised to visit that 
mountain he did so and got well at once 
In this kingdom there are many strait 


and perilous passes, so difficult to force 
that the people have no fear of invasion. 
Their towns and tillages also are on lofty 
hills and in very strong positions. They 
are excellent archers and much given to 
the chase. Indeed, most of them are de- 
pendent for clothing en the skins of beagts, 
for stuffs are very dear among them. The 
great Indies, however, are arrayed in stuffs, 
and I will tell you the style of their dress. 
They all wear trousers made of cotton 
cloth, and Into the nuking of these some 
will put 60, 80 or even 100 ells of stuff.—

The State Platform. 


The state platform referred t» con- 


tained the following concerning the ques- 
tion of national finance: 


"Believing that tin true Interests ot 


the people require that the earnings ot 
trade and the wages of labor be paid In 
money that Is Intrinsically worth in all 
the markets of the world what It pur- 
parts to be worth, we demand the main- 
tenance of the existing gold standard ot 
value, and that the government shall 
keep all Its obligations at all times re- 
deemable and payable In gold; and we 
oppose the free coinage of silver and any 
further purchase of silver bullion or the) 
coinage thereof on government account. 


"We reaffirm the demands of our recent 


State platforms that the government 
Shall take thp initial steps for the with- 
drawal from circulation of the legal ten- 
der notes Issued In time of war under the 
pledge of prompt retirement. 


"We demand that the necessity for an 


adequate medium of exchange In all sec- 
tions of our country shall be met by pro- 
vision for an elastic banking currency, 
subject to such government control as 
shall insure uniformity and redemption 
In standard coin on demand." 


After earnest and careful considera- 
tion we believe it to be our duty, as 
loyal members of the Democratic party 
and as firm believers in Democratic 
principles of government, to oppose the 
Chicago platform, and to urge onr fel- 
low Democrats in Massachusetts to do 
what they can to secure the nomination 
by the approaching state convention of 
candidates for the electoral college who, 
If chosen thereto, will vote only for such 
candidates for president and vice presi- 
dent as believe In and will uphold the 
principles of honest money; private lib- 
erty, and orderly government for which 
Democracy has hitherto stood. 
"While we deplore as un-Democratlc and 
dangerous the revolutionary doctrines 
of the Chicago platform respecting the 
right of private contract, the Interference 
with the federal Judiciary, and the repu- 
diation ot out national debt, we recognl-a 
that the most dangerous of them all, 
because the easiest to realise.

Up 
to thlfe time it has merely been "offi- 
cially" announced that the cxar and 
czarina will be the guests «i the em- 
peror at Brealau and GoertHz, but as 
Vienna and Paris will be the scenes of 
elaborate receptions to the Russian 
autocrat and his consort the Berllnars 
are jealously anxious lest the czar and 
ozarioa should be slighted here. 
The 


Berlin and provincial newspapers are 


arionsly discussing the question, and 
he matter ls the subject of much ar- 
guneut In the cafes and other public 
places 
Some of tha newspapers in 


the course of their articles point out 
the ad vantages of Breslau aa the scene 
of the reception of the czar in Ger- 
many, while the others assume a pes- 
simistic tone aaj declare tbeir be- 
lief that it is the intention of the Rus- 
sian emperor to come here, but to give 
to his visits an aspect 
of majo 


importance as compared with his 
vikits to the 
Austrian 
and 
tha 


French capitals. 
This thing 
has 


aroused the leaders of the official cir- 
cles, us evinced by an article in the 
Cologne Gazette which not only sharp- 
ly rebukes the grumblers, but is seem- 
ingly intended to give positive intima- 
tion to the public that It Is not the in- 
tention of Nicholas II. to visit the city 
of Berlin at all and has not been from 
tho flint. The paper makes the an- 
nouncement to this effect, however, 
and the whole matter probably awaits 
the definite decision of the oar. 


The ArraBcemaati Abeat Caaeloded. 
There has been a prolonged series of 


communications between tha Herman 
und Russian cabinets in reference to 
the sequence of visits proposed by the 
czar, and it is generally presume* that 
full and final arrangements hove been 
concluded. Some time ago a tentative 
communication from a Russian source 
suggested that the czar should make 
visits to Vienna, Munich and Darm- 
stadt, prior to his meeting the kaiser, 
but this programme was In no way ac- 
ceptable to Emperor William, who 
set the diplomatic machinery to work 
to effect the chants which he desired 
made in the czar's Itineracy. The re- 
sult of the efforts of diplomacy was 
that the Russian cabinet maintained 
their eontention that Vienna must take 
precedence over the German capital, 
inasmuch as Emperor Francis Joseph's 
nas the older fmperial court, Berlin 
coming next 
Th.d view of the matter 


was acquiesced in by the emperor and, 
according to the existing arrangements, 
the czar will start from Krasnoe-Sele 
on August 24, accompanied by Prince 
Lobanoff-Rostovsky, the Russian min- 
ister of forvlfrn nfinirs; Gen. Count 
Vorontzoff-Dashkoff, 
chief 
of 
the 


ministry of the imperial house and Im- 
perial domains, and six other attend- 
ants of exalted rank. The customary 
extreme precautions will be taken in 
the matter of guarding the railroads 
over which the imperial party will pass 
and in protecting his majesty at other 
points along the route. 


Haw tha Cxar Will Ba Baoelved. 


Upon tha arrival of the czar at 


Vlea.ua he will be received at tbe sta- 
tion by Emperor Francis Joseph in 
person, who will conduct the Russiaa 
emperor to the Bofburg palace. Tha 
progiamrae for the entertainment of 
the czar in Vienna ino'udes a grand 
itate performance of "Kanon" at the 
Imperial Opera house and a concert at 
the Hofburg palace on the following 
day. 
Before filially leaving Austria 


the czar will pay a visit to the ex- 
oueen of Hanover and 
Duke 
and 


Duchess of Cumberland at Gmnnden. 
The czar and czarina will arrive at 
Brealau on September S, and the Ger- 
man emperor and empress with a 
brilliant assemblage of princes and 
other notabilities will greet them at 
the station, where a guard of honor 
constating of the Emperor Alexander 
of Russia's grendiers, of which the 
Czar Nicholas IL is the chief, will 
swait them. This regiment together 
with the second regiment of dragoon 
guards, of which her majesty, the 
czarina, Is the chief, has been ordered 
to Breslau especially for the occasion. . 
In addition to these troops 14,000 j 
veterans will form 
a double line 


through which the czar and czarina 
snd their suites will pass upon leav- 
ing the station. 
The two days of the

press to Breslau will be largely taken 
up by military reviewa aad parades, 
In th» avurie of which the czar aad 
czarina Trill lead tbeir respective 
regiments past the kaiser.
